MR. POTTER'S CONTENTIONS. 


“When the Full Court of App 
wns resumed yesterday morning, 
Mr. Sheldon concluded hig address 
which lasted 10} hours, Mr, Potter 
then opened the case for the Chinn 
Navigation Company when he con- 
tended that the Captain of the 
Toyooka Maru did not know what 
her position was even before he 
heard. the _ first whistle of the 
Kiangsu. :

REGULATIONS. 

Several Chineac vendors of 

aweet drinks were brought, before 


Mr, Wynne Jones yesterday for
